that the “equal rights” law does 
not change the common law rights 
and duties of a hotelman to re­ 
fuse service to anyone whose pres­ 
ence would a lino v other guests and 
probably result lr. disorder. 
The jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty. 
It reached a decision 
shortly after adjournment of court 
Tuesday evening and returned a 
sealed verdict this morning. 
The 
decision is regarded as a major 
vie tory for hotels of the state.

was also a victory for John

Keith, Esq., of Gettysburg, chief 
counsel for the Pennsylvania Ho­ 
tels association.

E loved ’em—so he couldn’t kill ’em! 
That expresses the big heart, 
way down deep below the kindly eyes of Dog Warden Morris J. 
Wyckoff, of Morristown, N. J. 
His job is to gather up the stray dogs of the community—and get rid 
of them, if not immediately called for. But this lover of the dumb and 
helpless can’t kill them. So he takes them to his humble three room 
apartment over a garage, where he lives alone, and makes them his 
friends. 
Sometimes he has as many as 40 about him. 
HLS salary is 
modest, but he arranges to take care of all his “strays.” 
The other day he vent to New York to be given a medal by the Bide- 
a-Wee home that befriends animals. It was a proud day for Wyckoff. 
Also it was a fine tribute to a man with a kindly heart toward man’s 
best friend. It would be fine if there were more Dog Wardens like this one. 
When interviewed by a New York newspaper man, he said: “I don’t 
care. They can stay as long as they like, as many of them as turn up.’ 
They make his humble abode their own in, every sense of the word 
sleeping on his bed, under it, and in all the rooms. They are his friends, 
and he is their friend. He has but one name for all—“call ’em all Bum. 
Every one is called Bum, and when I call Bum to a certain dog I want, 
he knows who I ’m talking to, and so do the others!” 
Here is a public servant who is a friend to the homeless, and he says: 
“They’re all the same to me, whether blood or mutt.” There wasn’t 
enough money appropriated by his town’s treasury to feed them, or to 
keep them, so he took it upon himself to care for these waifs; and he 
enjoys the job and is glad to share his modest income with them, He 
says that “people don’t give a dog much credit for being educated, but 
he know*s more than you think he does.” 
Dog Warden Wyckoff refuses to destroy these homeless dogs and he 
says that he will care for as many as come to him! He is a small man 
with a lean face, but with kindly eyes, and every one of his dogs love 
him. As their savior how could they do otherwise? When he was 17 he 
married a girl of 15—and they lived together nearly 50 years, happily, 
until she died a few years ago. Now he is Master in a Dog Heaven of his 
own. Perhaps he will be that and more in one Beyond!
